Please be advised that I have completed the First Aid Training 
Course provided by St. John Ambulance, as arranged by Mr. Bray's 
Department. 


My purpose in writing to you is to state that the course was 
absolutely excellent. I would suggest that it should be practically 
mandatory for anyone working in the "field", in Engineering, 
Recreation and Parks, Building, and Fire Departments. The course 
was oriented to the practical requirements of first aid, and backed 
up “| two text books and other teaching materials, including 
movies. 


A total.of three tests or examinations were written and marked. 
There were many “hands-on" demonstrations and participation 
sessions. The course included about 35 subjects, from artificial 
respiration, heart attacks, strokes, control of bleeding, injuries, 
external and internal bleeding, fractures, burns and scalds, 
diabetes, poisonings and many other matters up to environmental 
illnesses and injuries. A refresher course is suggested 
periodically. 


I am very happy to have been able to take the course and endorse it 
highly. It would be great if there could be some means of 
inducement to persuade more employees to take the course. Reference 
was made during the course of first aid boxes, at home, at the 
offices and workplaces, and in the car. I personally want to buy 
one or two first aid boxes for car and home.

The North Peel Project was started on February 1, 1985 to 

rovide services to children with mental health needs in North 
Feel. Tt is a 14 month project and at the end of March, 1986 
all the information and work done will be handed over to the new 
Peel Children’s Centre. The services were formerly provided by 
the Peel Team (Thistletown). 


The project will service the area north of 401 including 
Brampton, Caledon and surrounding area, but referrals could be 
from anywhere in the region. 


The service will be provided by accessing a variety of community 
resources. The four major service providers will be: 


Kinark Child and Family Services - they will provide 4-5 
spaces in a special classroom Setting as well as a child 
care specialist who can provide in-classroom assistance. 


They are available to work with a wide range of families in 
the community and provide counselling. 


Rotar Creche - they will develop a social work and child 
therapist team to provide service to children and families. 


The program for a child might bea combination of individual 
and group work. The activities could be 2-3 days per week, 
depending on the need. 


Famil Services of Peel - will provide counselling to 
Santites: For the past two years a group for mothers of 
incest victims has been run by a staff member in the 


Brampton office. They also have a worker on staff who has 
expertise in play therapy. 


Peel Dufferin Catholic Services - Although it is a smaller 


agency than Family Services of Peel, the staff speak several 
languages including Portugese, Italian and Spanish.

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Along with the above four service providers we will have 
accessible to the Project a number of professionals who will 
provide various expertise including psychological testing, 
speech therapy, consultation and treatment. 


The intake will be centralized and service plans will be 
developed for each of the cases referred. A case manager 
designated from one of the service providers will be responsible 
for coordinating the case while the project coordinator for the 
North Peel Project will monitor the case and make sure that 
professional service is provided. Referrals will come from a 
variety of sources - wherever there is an identified need for a 
children's mental health service. 


The Peel Children's Foundation, under contract to the board of 
directors of the Peel Children's Centre, will be responsible for 
the overall management of the project. In the very near future 
accommodation for the project will be secured in the Brampton 
area.

Ontario Hydro is initiating a study to select a suitable site for a new 
230 kilovolt (kV) transformer station (TS), Hurontario TS, in the City of 
Mississauga. The study area is shown in the attached Figure 1. 


It is anticipated that the transformer station will be located on the 
Hydro right-of-way between Erindale TS and Tomken TS. 


Present forecasts of load growth in this area indicate that the facility 
will not be required until approximately 1996. However, due to rapid 
development in the area and to enable Hydro Mississauga to develop a long 
range plan for locating low voltage feeders in this area, it was decided 
to select a site at this time. This approach is consistent with the City 
of Mississauga's Official Plan policies and Hydro Mississauga's expressed 
needs. It will enable a suitable site with adequate access to be 
designated in the City plan so that it will be available when it is 
required. 


Approvals for this project will be in accordance with the Environmental 
Assessment Act. During the next few months, Ontario Hydro staff will be 
contacting provincial government ministries, Hydro Mississauga, elected 


and appointed officials to discuss the details of the projects. The 
property owners adjacent to the study area will also be notified.

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1984 FINANCIAL REPORT 





INTRODUCTION 


The following 1984 Financial maport details the financial 
activities of the Credit Valley Conservtion Authority 


as well as including the Financial Statements as at 
December 3lst, 1984. 


Part I of the Report provides an analysis of the financial 
posht sen of the Authority relative to the 1984 Approved 
udget Estimates. The format follows that used in the 
presentation of the Budget Estimates. 


Part II of the Report is the 1984 Financial Statements 
as prepared by Geo. F. Deeth & Co. Chartered Accountants. 
These Statements are presented in the format approved 
by the Ministry of Natural Resources and The Association 
of Conservation Authorities of Ontario. 


The signficant variation between Part I and Part II 
of the Report is that in Part I all revenues and expendi - 
tures are reported in their total value whereas in Part 
II, the internal user fees for the Motor Pool have not 
been reported as a revenue. Accordingly Authority generated 
revenue is $71,205. less than in Part I (exclusive of 
Employment Incentive Program Revenue). This amount repre- 
sents internal user fees for the motor pool. 
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FINANCIAL REVIEW (Ficure #1) 


On February 16, 1984 the Full Authority apgrowss the 


1984 Budget Estimates in the sum total of $4,147,725. 
As at December 31, 1984 and, exclusive of Employment 
Incentive Program's revenue and expenditure, actual 


expenditures totalled $3,691,781. while actual revenues 
received equalled $3,741,677. The 1984 excess of revenue 
over expenditures for the regular Authority programs 
totalled $49,896. 


ANALYSIS OF VARIANCES 


EXPENDITURES 
Administration 


The Administration expenditures were underbudget by approx- 
imately 4%. The majority of this underexpenditure was 
realized in the Office Cleaning and Maintenance accounts. 
The Authority continued to postpone major repairs at 
its present office location until the status of the 
construction of a new facility was determined. This 
issue remained unresolved and, therefore, only essential 
repairs were carried out. 


WATER & RELATED LAND MANAGEMENT 


Actual expenditures in this Program were 76% of the approved 
Budget Estimates. 


Shortly after the 1984 Budget Estimates were approved 
the Authority was advised by the Minist of Natural 
Resources that the provincial share of the 1983 acquisition 
of the Mississauga Crescent gale (a would have to be 
taken off of the Authority's 984 approved Provincial 
grants. This requirement effectively reduced the capital 
program by $211,882. and was approved by Executive Committee 
resolution 130 EC 84. 


Approximately 85% of the available budget was expended, 
with underspending in all program components. Capital 
construction was delayed on both the Armstrong Avenue 
and Wolfedale Creek Erosion Control Projects due to the 
requirement for additional design engineering. 
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CONSERVATION & RECREATION LAND MANAGEMENT 


Expenditures in this Program represented 105% of the 
approved Budget Estimates. The overspending incurred 
in the Program Operations component and can be accounted 
for by increased costs in Conservation Areas Operations 
(offset bY increased revenue) and the reallocation of 
salaries for selected program staff to provide for more 
efficient payroll processing. The reallocation involved 
some funds originally budgetted under the Water & Related 
Land Management Program. 


LAKE ONTARIO WATERFRONT 


Expenditures in this program also exceeded the Budget 
Estimates by 4%. A portion of the variance relates to 
the Authority and City of Mississauga's decision to purchase 
available rubble for use in the construction of the core 
of the breakwater. This construction was required to 
maximize Federal government grants for the armouring 
of the breakwater. In addition, the Authority was able 
to generate additional revenue from its dumping charges. 
The additional revenue which is matched by special levy 
was utilized to finance additional construction at the 
Lakefront Promenade Park. 


OPERATING INCLUDING RENTAL PROPERTIES 


The actual expenditures in this Program exceeded the 
Budget Estimates by approximately 9%. Expenditures for 
the operation of the Motor Pool aligned closely with 
the Budget Estimates, with the planned purchase of a 
tractor being deferred in favour of the acquisition of 
an additional truck for use in the Waterfront. 


General expenses and interest expenses exceeded the Budget 
estimates by $12,865. The additional expenses related 
to interest charges early in 1984 as a result of delays 
in receipt of Provincial grants for 1983 expenditures 
as well as unforeseen general expenses. 


CREDIT RIVER FISHERIES 


The Budget Estimates for this Program included adequate 
funds to cover the cost of the labour component of the 
Program. The Authority was once again successful in securing 
the majority of the required labour complement pace 
Employment Incentive Programs and, therefure, only 33% 
of the budget was expended. 


REVENUES 
REGULAR PROVINCIAL GRANTS 


Actual transfer ayments (including fisheries grants) 
received were $294,470. less than budgetted. Over 73% 
of this variance was relative to the funding of a 1983 
overexpenditure and the two project delays which were 
outlined under the Water & Related Land Management Program 
expenditure variance. 


In 1984 the Ministry of Natural Resources introduced 
a revised funding a Proval process which allocates specified 
8rants to individua capital Projects, based on the Projects 
relative ranking in relation to all similar projects 
for the 39 Conservation Authorities. This revised process 
made it impossible for the Authority to continue with 
its policy of over budgetting for capital projects in 
anticipation of year end surpluses of Provincial grants. 


GENERAL LEVY 


The General Levy required to finance 1984 regular programs 
was $49,896. less than budgetted and collected.

Operations 


The Credit Valley Conservation Authority was established on May 
13th, 1954, by Order-in-Council No. 1324/54 in accordance with 
Section 3(1) of the Conservation Authorities Act. The objects 
of the Authority as stated by the Conservation Authorities Act 
R.S.O. 1980 are, “to establish and undertake, in the area over 
which it has jurisdiction, a program designed to further the 
conservation, restoration, development and management of natural 
resources, other than gas, oil, coal and minerals”. 


Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Credit Valley Conservation 
Authority are in accordance with accounting principles 
prescribed by Ontario Conservation Authorities and their basis 
of application is consistent with that of the preceding year. 
Outlined below are those accounting policies considered 
particularly significant: 


a) Accrual basis of accounting 


Revenues and expenditures are recorded on the accrual 
basis, whereby they are reflected in the accounts in the 
year in which they have been earned and incurred, 
respectively, whether or not such transactions have been 
settled by the receipt or payment of money. Expenditures 
are deemed to be incurred in the period the goods or 
services are paid for or in the period the legal 
obligation to pay arises. 


b) Payroll allocation 
Payroll costs of the Authority are allocated over the 


various projects and programs in which the authority is 
involved. 


c) Inventory 


Inventory has been recorded at the lower of cost or net 
realizable value.

In 1980, the Authority approved the setting up of a reserve for 
accumulated sick credits, to cover the Authority's share of the 
sick credit liability on termination or retirement of employees. 


In 1982 the Authority approved the establishment of a reserve 


for Conservation Area Revenue Variance. This reserve is based 
on variance between actual and budgeted revenues and expenses. 


Budget 


The budgeted figures as presented for comparison purposes are 
those as approved by the Members on February 16th, 1984, 
reclassified to conform with these financial statements. 

Bank Indebtedness 


Bank loans of the Authority bear interest at the prime interest 
rate, are not secured and are payable on demand. 


Construction Holdbacks Payable 


At the year end the Authority had holdbacks payable of $74,424. 
This amount is not reflected in the financial statements.

® Of the nine proposals for telephone systems submitted to the 
City, five substantially met the City's requirements for size, 
features, support, and reliability. All five were vastly 


superior to the existing system. 


© There was very little difference in basic cost between the five 
sy stems. All cost less than the existing system. Over 4 seven- 
year period, the difference between the highest and the lowest 
cost system was about 8%. Quite minor variations in growth 
patterns or options could change the ranking radically. 


e Faced with a “five-way tie" on specifications and price, we then 
looked at other factors, some of them cost-related, which could 
assist in making a decision. These factors led us to recommend 


Bell Canada's Centrex IIT proposal. 


Some of the points Mr. Tersigni makes are irrelevant: they relate to 
features or options which the City does not require. Others overstate 
the benefits of his system in comparison to Centrex III. And, in some 
cases, his letter is quite misleading.

“e) The SL-1N can grow to approximately 1,000 locals at which time it 
can be upgraded to an SL-1XH which provides growth to 4,000 locals.* 


True. But Centrex III can grow to 30,000 telephones without a model 
change. 


"f) The SL-1N is a digital based system which is the foundation for 
Northern Telecom's latest announcement (Pebruary 14, 1985) of an 
office automation system which can be attached and integrated di rectly 
to your SL-18 on-site." 


True, but such an enhancement would probably triple the cost of the 
City's system, and neither we nor DMR & Associates (who studied office 
automation requirements for the City last year) see any short-term 
need for it. If such a system seems appropriate in future, it will be 
available with Centrex III by mid-1 986. 


Part Two: Mr. Tersigni's next five points are more relevant, because 
they are responses to our comparison of Centrex III to the other four 
proposals. 


"“a) The SL-1N does require additional equipment as the system grows 
but there is no economic penalty for this. This is evidenced by the

within the limitation of 15% growth, this is correct. But, only 
Centrex III offers linear growth -- cost is strictiy related to the 
number of locals: this makes growth easier to budget and predict. 
There is no point at which the City would have to pay for extra 
switching equipment in order to add telephones, In the extreme case 
with SL-1N, as Mr. Tersigni has pointed out, growth could require 
change to a different model. 


“rhe statement regarding easier budgeting is questionable due to the 
fact that Centrex III is an inflationary contract subject to annual 
rate increases by Bell Canada which cannot be predicted, In the 
simplest scenario where absolutely no growth occurs, the City cannot 
predict with 100% accuracy the rental costs over the life of Centrex 
III, whereas the TTS SL-1N is a fixed rate 5 year contract with a 
fixed purchased option in year 6." 


This paragraph mixes several different issues, which we will consider 
separately. 


© Our statement on budgeting referred to the cost of growth. We 
stand by it. 


* It is true that Bell rates are subject to periodic rate 
increases, but “annual” is an overstatement, 


* Nevertheless, in order to take the effect of possible future rate 
increases into account, our calculations assumed that Bell rates 
will increase 10% per year over the life of the system, This is 
greater than past Centrex rate increases have been, and so tends 
to be biased against Bell -- even so, the cost of Centrex IIT is 
competitive. 


. It is not strictly correct to say that TTS's proposal offers the 
city a "fixed rate". TTS's maintenance charges, which begin in 
Year Two, will escalate annually. More important, with the TTS 
proposal, the City must rent Direct-In-Dial numbers, trunk lines 
and other circuits from Bell Canada, and these are subject to 
periodic rate increases, This was also taken into account in our 
calculations. 


"b) Centrex III does provide greater system capacity but the SL-1N 

provides approximately 100% growth (with the ee of upgrading to an 

= y= quadruples the upper limit). This ould be sufficient for 
e ty." 


True, and if the City's future could be predicted with absolute 
certainty, we would not have raised the growth issue. What Centrex 
III offers is an extra margin for growth, to meet unexpected 
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Situations, For example, as we said in the General Committee meeting, 
a change in the structure of regional government might produce a need 
for greater growth, While this is unlikely, it is a benefit Centrex 
III otfers, 


"c) Centrex III does provide automatic long distance billing 
identification, but the SL-1N can be eguipped with an on-site 
processing system which provides the same information in a much more 
useful format... The cost of this additional equipment is less than 
$20,000 which still keeps the SL-1N price below Centrex III." 


The real cost of this type of equipment (called "Call Detail 
Recording") is not the capital cost but the cost of maintainance, the 
cost of obtaining software updates as rates change, and above all the 
cost of managing it. The City would have to assign someone to keep 
the database current (including all personnel changes, 
reorganizations, etc.). We have recommended such equipment to clients 
whose long distance expenditures warranted highly sophisticated 
tracking and control reports. In the City's case, the need is for 
basic cost allocation, and Centrex III does that automatically. 


“d) Centrex III can accommodate satellite offices on the same switch 
but at what cost and is this really reguired by the City?" 


In fact, some small satellite offices (Mavis Road) will be included at 
the time of installation, and we expect that other work centers will 
be added in future, Mississauga Transit could save $2500 a year by 
using the City's Centrex service. So long as such satellite offices 
are in the same telephone serving area as the City Hall, the cost of 
adding them to the Centrex III is just the cost of installing the 
telephones: no other system has this advantage, 


"“e) The SL-1N will reguire an equipment room but the only real cost 
associated with this is the floor space (which has already been 
provided for in the building design).... The air conditioning 
requirements of an SL-1N are a couple of extra ducts in the existing 
building air conditioning system and an exhaust fan. The cost of this 
should be nowhere near the $35,000 mentioned," 


Tne fact that a space is provided in the building design does not mean 
that it is free. Space used for telephone equipment cannot be used 
for other purposes, What's more, there would be construction costs to 
make the room suitable for use asa telephone room, 


On air conditioning: overheating is a major cause of failure on modern 
ip) a systems. For that reason, to help ensure continuity of 
service, in most cases we recommend a separate 24-hour, year-round 
cooling system for the telephone room, We are surprised that a 
reputable telephone system vendor would suggest trying to protect half 
a million dollars worth of telephone equipment from overheating with 
"a couple of extra ducts... and an exhaust fan,"

The final point we wish to make is that having TTS as your 
telephone system supplier introduces an element of objectivity 
into your network costs.

In summary, we respectfully request an opportunity to present 
our concerns to yourself or whomever you designate. We, at TTS, 
as a partnership of Canadian Pacific Limited and Canadian National 
believe that not only does our bid represent the lowest cost to 
the City of Mississauga, but it represents the best value for 
money.

Please find enclosed a copy of the statement which I made 
today to the Executive of the Association of Municipalities 
of Ontario on the 1985 Unconditional Grants Program. 


The 1985 program maintains the same basic structure as the 
1984 program, a system of six grants with a revenue 
guarantee. This year, the grant rate for municipalities 
which provide their own policing will be increased by $3 per 
household to $50 per household. This increase is to provide 
a permanent flow of revenue to municipalities to assist them 
in fulfilling their responsibilities for the provision of 
uniformed police security in the courts and for the transfer 
and supervision of prisoners. 


The grant rates for the general per household grant, density 
per household grant, general support grant and northern 
Support grant remain unchanged from 1984. The provincial 
standard equalized assessment for the resource equalization 
grant has been increased to $57,000 to reflect changes in 
equalization factors. 


The revenue guarantee grant will be continued this year at 
the rate of 2.0 per cent, so that no municipality will 
receive less than a 2.0 per cent increase over its 1984 
grants total. 


As in past years, the detailed calculation form will be sent 


to your finance officials shortly. I have enclosed for your 
information a summary of the 1985 program.

Provincial transfers to municipalities for roads, 
transit, welfare, health, sewers and water, recreation and 
other activities as well as the unconditional grants program 
will total $3.072 billion in 1985, Municipal Affairs and 
Housing Minister Dennis R. Timbrell announced today. 

This represents a 3.9 per cent increase over total 
transfer payments announced last year, Timbrell said. 

Of the provincial total, the Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing will be transferring $752.5 million to 
municipalities under its unconditional grants progran. 

"rt am pleased to tell you this is a 4.1 per cent 
increase over the $722.7 million paid to municipalities 
unconditionally in 1984." Timbrell said. 

A major initiative this year is to increase the police- 
per-household grant by $3 to meet the increased financial 
pressure at the municipal level to provide uniformed police 
security in the courts and to assist in the transfer and 
supervision of prisoners. 

"In the past few years, in response to specific 
problems, court security payments have been made on an ad 
hoc basis by the Attorney General to a few municipalities,” 
Timbrell said.

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"Last year, the Attorney General received requests for 
funding from many municipalities. Because of the growing 
number of requests, our ministry will incorporate funds for 
these purposes into the police-per-household grant as a 
permanent solution to what has been an increasing problem," 
the minister said. 

This enrichment to the police grant will benefit 140 
municipalities in 1985. 

"Ontario continues to provide municipalities funding 
that meets the rate of inflation," he said. “We are 
committed to ensuring the long-term viability of Ontario's 
municipalities.* 


Timbrell added that in addition to the provincial 


payments made in the unconditional grants program, a further 


$32.7 million will be paid to individual municipalities as 
payments in lieu of taxes on government properties.

SUBJECT: Amusement Arcades in District Commercial Zones 

ORIGIN: Memo dated March 14, 1985 from Councillor S.W. Mahoney 

COMMENTS: In his memo of March 14, 1985, Councillor Mahoney has requested that 


the Licensing By-law be amended to prohibit amusement arcades in 
District Commercial Zones. 


Originally the Licensing By-law controlled the locations of amusement 
arcades by way of either a 800 m distance from a residential zone; or 
if the proposed business would abut a highway or part of a highway 
which was designated in an appendix of the Licensing By-law. The 
requirement for 800 m and the prohibition abutting a highway was 
repealed by By-law 348-84. 


On February 27, 1984, Council passed a By-law that allowed amusement 
arcades in Industrial zones and could not be located closer than 
800 m measured in a straight line from the amusement arcade to the 
lot line of a residential zone. 


District Commercial zoning permits recreational establishments. 
An amusement arcade would be considered a recreational establishment 


and therefore, would be permitted. 


Therefore, it is this Department's recommendation that the Licensing 
By-law should not be amended and that consideration be given to 
amending the Zoning By-law if it is the wish of Council to prohibit 
amusement arcades in District Commercial zones. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 1. That the Licensing By-law (22-78, as amended) not be amended. 


2. That the prohibition of amusement arcades from District Commercial 
zones be referred to the Commissioner of Planning.

Mr. Rashad Saleh gave evidence that he had worked full time in the Taxicab 
Industry since 1971. During 1984, he was away on business with the Canadian 
Arab Federation of which he is President, and that his absence was for a total 
period of six weeks. 


Mr. Saleh introduced trip sheets and Master Card statements to substantiate 
his suggestion. 


Mr. Ahmed Jabar, of Ontario General Wholesale, testified that his Company did 
business with Mr. Saleh during 1984. 


Mr. Frank Walker gave evidence to support Mr. Saleh's assertion that he worked 
full time in the Taxicab Industry during 1984. 


Mr. Saleh submitted a letter from the President of Inter Cab Taxis which 
confirmed that Mr. Saleh had paid brokerage dues for all of 1984. 


Mr. Maroun Hanna gave evidence that Mr. Saleh was often seen driving a 
taxicab, but he could not say with certainty that Mr. Saleh complied with the 


definition of a full time driver, as set out in the Public Vehicle Licensing 
By-law #697-84. 


Mr. Ron Chamberlain testified that he saw Mr. Saleh at least one night per 
week and that Mr. Saleh is known as a full time driver. 


Mr. Ron Nisbet, Manager, Public Vehicle Licensing, gave evidence that 

Mr. Saleh's name was first placed on the Priority List on October 5, 1973 and 
that he was now second on the list. He further testified that after reviewing 
the trip sheets submitted by Mr Saleh, he noticed that some days were not 
accounted for and that he had some concern that Mr. Saleh did not meet the 
provisions of Section 5 of Schedule 5 of the Public Vehicle Licensing By-law 
#697-84.

On being cross-examined, Mr. Nisbet said that he did not receive objections 
from the Taxicab Industry about the eligibility of Mr. Saleh, and that he was 
now satisfied that Mr. Saleh worked full time in the Industry since his name 
appeared on the Priority List. 


On the evidence submitted, the Committee agreed that a Mississauga Taxicab

Mr. Louis Germain gave evidence under the Oath and answered questions from 
Mr. Ramiro DeLos Santos, who acted for the appellant. 


Mr. Germain testified that he had worked with Malton Taxicab Limited (formerly 


Skyway Taxi) since 1979 and that during that time, he saw Mr. Bush 
occasionally. He said that Mr. Bush worked normally on Friday nights or on 


occasional Saturdays. 
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Mr. William Knight was questioned by Mr. R. DeLos Santos and he testified that 
he had worked as a full time driver from November, 1980 to April 1964 with 
Malton Taxicab Limited and during that time, he had never seen Mr. Bush.

Act, a plan prepared for registration of condominium 
development for the above-noted lands has been referred 
to this Municipality by the Regional Municipality cf Peel 
for comments on its appropriateness. 


The site is a 0.69 ha (1.71 ac.) parcel of land located at 
the northeast corner of Rathburn Road East and 
Sherwoodtowne Boulevard, as shown on the attached 
map, with frontages of approximately i27.7 m (419 ft.)
